protection to all manner of social e^l^ 
and evildoers (yes, they believe in 
such a thing os evil, and so do I). 

.while withdrawing such protection 
from decent, law-obiding Americans. 
Obviously, both sides have Icgiti- 
‘ mate concerns. But they shore >^y 
more common ground than they dis- 
pute. The economic conservatives arc 
more concerned with social issues 
than they are given credit for-or 
even acknowledge. It's not that they 
don’t core about the ills plaguing 
society. It's that they trace many of 
these ills to the government’s contin- 
uing raid on family pocketbboks. 

The social conservatives, mean- 
while, os^os interested as anyone in * 
reducing the government’s role in the 
economy.

Survivors remember Wake Island

TWIN FALLS - On Dec. 8, 1941, on 
an island 2,000 mites west of Hawaii, 
Merlin Loosli of Weridell-was installing 
p.lumbing in a new Wake island hospital- 
and didn’t believe the radio report of the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Blit hours later, when Wake Island 
become' the site of the first sustained bat- 
tle between U.S. and Japanese forces in 
World War 11, Loosli found himself 
behind a 3-1nch anti-aircraft gun - almost 
the first gun he'd ever seen. 

Loosli was one of about 1,100 remain- 
ing civilians who had been sent to the 
island by Morrison-Knudsen Co. and 
seven other construction companies to 
build military barracks, create air and sub- 
— rrrartne~ba5e5;^demhe~clrannel to th e~ 
island's lagoon and dredge the lagoon. 

After Japanese bombers attacked, the 
carpenters and iron workers become sand- 
baggers and trench diggers for the approx- 
imately 2S0 Marines and 90 Navy men 
stationed'on Wake until Jnponesc forces 

Iarided.on.Dec,.23_nnd_took^mqst.of ihc_

Rupert 
farmer finds 
hot crop 
in chilies

RUPERT - It’s harvest time at 
Daniel Perez’s house in Rupert, where 
he has. grown nearly 2,000 chilies 
including the eye-watering' ancho, the 
smokc-blowing'jalcpcno and the three* 
alorm Fresno. 

Raising peppers in his back yard is 
•an annua! tradition -for Poroz,'67-, 
whose uncle taught him how to grow 
the spicy crop when he was a youth, 
living on a farm in Mex^jed. 

Perez tends the crop by hand and 
during harvest slices many peppers in 
half, laying them to dry in the hot sun. 
Otherwise, the peppers rot if they’re 
not eaten right away. 

"It’s a touchy deal;” Perez said. 

' There won’t-be a bumper crop this 
y?ar, because of the summer’s short 
growing season, Perez said. He 
expects to lose half his crop. Frost 
could hit any day and ruin the crop, 
which didn't start growing until mid 
July, he said. 

Lost year Peres; said he harvested at 
least 200 pounds of chilies, and he 
managed to use all of them. 

He makes salsa and Mexican cui- 
sine, gives many to friends and sells 
some to individuals who get word of 
his chili crop. 

The peppers add zest to ony 
Mexican disHi Perez soid. One is chilj 
rancheros, made with eggs sunny side 
up and, topped with sauteed chilieff, ;

SEATTLE (AP) — Boston has its 
Common. New York its Central Park. 
In both cases, the cities grew up 
around the gr een space. 

Seattle, w,hich has already paved 
most or its downtown eorc, is taking a 
diffemt tack. 

: On Tuesday, the ciQ-’s voters will be 
asked to approve a $1 ] 1 millio n pj Aper- 
^•tox meosuie to reclaim 6 1 urban acres 
for the proposed Seattle Commons. 

• Sup^rters say the Commons could 
be Seattle’s lost chance to link down- 
town and Lake Union with a relresh- 
jhg stretch of trees and open air. The 
Commons !is envisioned as the core of 
a SOO-ocrc redevelopment effon,. with 
new mixed-income housing and thriv- 
ing businesses. 

Opponents dismiss the proposed 
poxk os an ambitious pipe dream by 
tlie city’s elite — with everyone foot- 
ing the'bill. 

Commons backers say that for for 
the owner of a home assessed at 
$150,000, the levy would cost an 
average of S45 to ^8 a year over its 
nine-year tenn.

But what about the adolescent 
years - when children would prefer 
to do their own reading? How can 
parents help their teen-age* children 
with reading - and writing and arith- 
metic? 

Twin Falls High School AP (ad- 
vanced) and senior English teacher 
Mary Lu Barry, in her 2 1st year of 
teaching, has fpund that many of her 
problem students jirc just like their 
parents. 

"The 'parents hated school, too,” 


she said, “and they arc telling their 
children things like, T was always- 
bad in writing, loo. and I never had 
to use it.’" 

A number of parents are not in 
tune with what their youngsters’ 
need to Icaro, Barry contends. 

“What they (the porents) thought 
they needed to learn is different 
from what end-of-the-20ih-centuiy 
kids are going to need," she said. 
“Parents need to trust the teacher's 
expertise." 

Parents ._who_hayc .questions. 

should write notes to teachers or call 
them on the telephone, she suggest^ 
ed. 

“Most (high school) teachers have 
125 to 150 kids, end the parents 
have four or five," she said, explain-^ 
ing why parents often need to take 
the initiative. 

And Barry does not like the idea 
of high school students working, cs-. 
peciolly 20 or more hours a we^ 

“Kids who-work are not as in- 
volved in school because their 
friends become the people at work 
and money becomes more important 


than 'homework,” she said,- noting 
that many of todoy’s high school 
students say they are not interested 
in football or even National Honor 
Society because of their after-school 
jobs. 

“Parents need to' encourage their 
kids to be involved in the school - to 
join Key Club or go to the car 
wash,” Barry said. "Otherwise, 
school becomes die students' work, 
and work becomes their fun."

headlines really ought to read 
“America’s Worst Child Support 
Ruling.’’.- 

That Nichols' children deserve his 
support is unarguable, but it is noth- 
ing short of absurd to claim that any 
healthy child requires, much less 
deserves, S3.000 a month in order to 
enjoy a reasonably comfortable, 
secure lifestyle. Many child-support 
activists would argue that the Nichols 
children have a right to continue 
enjoying t&e lifestyle to which. they 
had become accustomed prior to their 
parents' estrangement. The U.S. 
Constitution contains no rationale for 
such a “right." The argument is 
founded on sentimental riietoric. 

Nichols’ children were lucky-to 
have a father who could provide os 
well financially for them os he did. In 
.this and similar cos^ I think it is no 
less than Stupid to ptopose that chil- 


dren have a “right” to coritiouc^joy* 
ing a suindard of living after thdr par- 
ents'. divorce (hat they were simply 
fortunate to enjoy beforehand. In 
-coses of dlvorirerparentshavea con- - 
tinuing responsibility to ensure that 
children experience no prolonged suf- 
fering, but to have one's standard of 
living lowered, even signiHeantly, is 
not in and of itself cause for sufler- 
ing. 

Furthermore, the fact that fathers 
ore usually not awarded primary cus- 
tody of ^cir children, yet are routine- 
ly assigned disproportionate responsi- 
bility for (heir financial sunport, is 
inconsistent with the philosophy 
behind no-fault divorce. Both parents, 
as long os they ore abje of body and 
mind, should.aecept/be assigned equi- 
table (Init not necessarily mathemati- 
cally e^l) responsibility for (be care 
and upkeep of (heir children follow- 
ing divoreo. Unfortunately, too many 
child-support rulings imply that the 
entirety of the children’s support 
should rest on the' shoulders of the 
father. The resultant rulings are 
almost always punitive. In cftcct, 
these fathers are told, "You ore. in 
theory, no more responsible for the 
breal^ of your nioniage than is your 
ex-\rife, but you will be allowed only 


minimal visitation with your children, ! 
for whose support you will pay out 
the n<we.” 

As n consequence of the 1992 
-Fedeial -Child/ Support-Recovery. Act,. . 
deadbeat dads can no longer escape 
their child-support responsibilities by 
moving to another state. That's good. - 
But no one prohibits a divorced | 
mother from packing up her children | 
and moving from California to 
Florida, thus m^ng it almost impos- 
sible for the faUier to enjoy regular 
visitation, even though the feds will 
still see to it he makes his support 
payments. That's bad. 

The greatest good that can possibly. .. 
come from the case of Kane vs. 
Nichols is not that Jeffrey Nichols 
will be made to pay SS80.000 inback 
sui^MHt, but that this case will drama- 
tize the need for child care reform. 

It's high time courts stopped stacking 
the d«ks such that dads all too often 
e^ up lool^g like the bad guys.

giant another chance

BOISE — Super salesman Steve Jvlillcr .. 
almost ran into a challenge he couldn’t 
overcome. 

But by an eyelash. Miller managed to ar- 
range enough bank financing to keep Morri- 
son Knudsen Corp. going, ending at least 
for now (he possibility that the 83-ycar-old 
Idaho company would go down the drain. 

Actually, though, it was pride, not dol- 
lars, that helped the one-time construction 

nnti enginitttririg ginn L.survive. 

After the recent shareholders meeting, 
Chairman Miller admitted litat MK was on 
. the brink of filing for bankruptcy protection 
several times as he worked with creditors to 
obtain financing., 

Miller, who helped pull Chrysler from a' 
similar financial precipice over a decade 
ago, .said he was ready to give up, feeling it 
wus'impdj^sibltTtbliavc tliVcbmpahy. 

But he said President Robert Tinstman, a 
company veteran of many years, told him to 
keep trying because MK was too fine a 
company to go under. 

He did, eventually arranging financing 
' that gives MK u chance to make money 
over tite next 1 8 months. 

That's something MK didn’t do much of 
under the regime of ousIcJ Chairman 
William Agcc. Miller told shareholders the 
$350 million loss ln ,1994„and S60 million 
in the first half of 1995 essentially wiped 
out iliecompany’s net worth. 

MK isn't really a major player in Idaho’s 
economy. It hos only a'friiciion of the cm- . 
ployees that the rapidly growing technology 
companies do. But it has been in business 
since 1912 and, prior to Agee, had 0 world- 
wide reputation os u construction and engi- 
neering leader. 

It’s that reputation, and the employees 
who survived Agee, that will save MK if it 
survives. 

Even when it seemed bankruptcy reorga- 
nization was inevitable, Miller resisted, 
fearing it would, be fatal in an industry 
where reputation and experience ore ex- 
tremely ‘important. 

MK has little cash even aficr Agee sold 
off many of its assets. It doesn't even own 
the Boise complex that serves as its head- 
quarters. 

That picture won't change rapidly, and 
Miller talked of a stqck offering next year to 
raise SlOO million to $150 million to take 
advantage of the many "opportunities" in 
the construction business. 

But shareholders complained that will di- 
lute the value of their stock, which already 
has dipped to record lows because of the sea 
of red ink Agcc created. The slock and war- 
rants the banks demanded for extending fi- 
nancing to MK will also further dilute 
shareholder investments. 

Miller acknowledged Uiut, but maintained 
the company dies anyway without operating — 
cash. 

“Wc had to do what we hod to do to sur-. 
vivc,” he said. 

Annual meetings con be stuffy affairs, but 
Morrison Knudsen’s was anything but. The 
company’s board of directors came in for its 
share of criticism for standing idly by while 
Agee ran Uic company into the ground, but 
little wn.s directed ut Miller and Tirastmon. 

Agcc wasn’t often .mentioned by name, 
but one shareholder n.skcd what steps were 
being taken to make sure another “super 
ego” docsn 't try to ruin the company again.

held the company's annual meetings away 
from Boise since 1991, in places as far 
away as Boston and Hawaii. 

“Wc are delighted to be holding our an- 
nual meeting ugoin in Boise, our world 
headquarters," Miller told shareholders. “I 
wish it were under happier circumstances.” 
Corporate bigwigs usually try to keep dis- 
sent to a mini.mum. But Miller said the 
company realized many people were unhap- 
py and he urged thfSOO people attending- — 
the meeting to “express yourselves.”

The men beat and tortured a fellow prisoner — urinating on him, 
sodomizing him with a broomstick ond forcing him to swallow burn- 
ing cigarette butts and cat his own excrement. 

On Friday evening, ending a case that has scandalized the French 
militaiy, Omar Damcn, 22, and Franck Marcangcli, 23. were sen- 
tenced to 15 years In prison for torture. Two other cellmates were 
acquitted.
